New York, November 11.—The Worip, in 
an editorial, under the caption, “The Day 
we Celebrate,” says: “This is a day of 
celebration for the Wortp.

Necessaries Still Needed—History of the 
Organization of the Hospital—Its Aim 
and Scope. 


The formal opening of the new Children’s Hospt- 
tal on Jefferson avenue, near Adams street, will 
take place to-morrow afternoon. The lady board of 


weeks in properly arranging the outfit of 
the several departments’ and getting 
everything in readiness for to-morrow’'s 
entertainment. A number of contributions have 
been received in the shape of furniture and house- 
hold articles, and it is expected that the board will 
soon be enabied to furnish the new building neatly 
and comfortably from the top floor to 
the basement. Any one charitably inclined 
will confer a great favor on the ladies of the hos 
ital by sending them any articies that can be used 
n furnishing or decorating the rooms and halls of 


the building. Those articles mostly 
ed are iron bedsteads, chairs, 
tables, tubs, clothes wringers, towels, table 


linen, bed linen and old pieces of cotton and linen 
that can be used for cleaning and other purposes. 
These contributions will be thankfully received at 
any time at the hospital or be sent for upon 
addressing a note or postal card to Mrs. Hugh Mo- 
Kittrick, the president of the board. The hospital 


is purely a charitable institution, and supported en- 
tirely by voluntary contributions. It 
was organized six years ago un- 
der the auspices of the homeopathic 


physicians of the city and has always had an at- 
tending board of physicians of this school. It is un- 
der the control ofa board of directors composed 
entirely of ladies of different religious denomia- 
tions. It is strictly non-sectarian in character. 
It was first located on Franklin avenue and 
Twenty-eighth street, but at the beginning of the 
present vear it was discovered that the house was 
too small for the scope and purposes of the institu- 


tion. An ejfort was accordingly 
made to raise sufficient funds to 
erect a 


new a arene and this resulted very 
favorably. The present building on Jefferson ave- 
nue near Adams street, which was erected at a cost 
of $20,000, is a very substantial, well-planned 
and well-built brick structure, admirably 
suited and adapted toallthe purposes of the insti- 
tution. There is at present a debt of $3,000 on it, 
but this is being rapidly raised by subscription and 
will be shortly wiped entirely out. The structure be- 
ing much larger ang more commodious 
than the old one, the ladies found that it would be — 
necessary to solicit contributions, such as those 


named above, to properly fit it out. The 
erection of the building was begun last 
spring and during the past summer

“Want to know something about the barber busi 
ness, do you?" said the proprietor of oneof the 
largest and best equipped barber shops in the city 
toa Post-Dispatcs reporter, who called to gain an 
insight into the mysteries of the tonsorial art. 
“Well, I will consent on two conditions: First, that 
you will not get off any of the time-honored jokes 
upon the profession, such as charging us with being 
distressingly garrulogs, or accusing us of trying to 
palm off nostrums upon our bald-beaded customers; 
secondly, and most important of all, that you will 
not wind up your-article with either one of the 
words, “Next” or “Brush.” I have read, withia 
the past ten years exactly twenty-three newspaper 
articles on barbers, and every one of them closed 
witb one of those monosyllables. a fact whieh real! y 
reflects anything but credit upon the profession. If 
you will really write something about us and respect 
the cohditions I have mentioned you will earn the 
respect of every barber in the city. What, 1 don’t 
mean every one? Yes, Ido. Every barber in the 
city takes the Post-Dispatcn. We al! have to. 
Didn't it ever strike you that you find just about as 
interesting reading matter ina barber's shop as 
anywhere else? T hnew you had. We» ist keep 
our waiting customers interested or else they'd drop 
out and hunt up another shop. We take four 
copies of your paper here, and when we see 
a customer take up one of them we Know, even 
though there are four or five other gentlemen ahead 
of him, that he will be entertain until his turn 
comes around. However, you wanted to know 
something about the business. Well, you may not

Unabated Violence of the Cholera 
Outbreak in Paris.

Sir John A. Macdonald Urges a Confederacy 
of England With Her Colonies—Trade Re- 
lations Between Canada And Japan— 
Gam biing in Paris. 


Paris, November 11.—The hospitals set apart for 
the use of cholera patients are aiready full to over- 
flowing, and others are being placed in readiness as 
rapidly as circumstances permit. Many cases oc- 
curred among the troops at the garrison. In nearly 
all the barracks some soldiers have been attacked. 
If the epidemic continues, an order will be issued 
closing the public schools. The eastern and central 
portions of the city are the ones most affected. The 
residences occupied principally by English and 
American people are in most excellent sanitary 


condition. 
THE DREAD SCOURGE. 


Between noon and 11 o'clock last night ninety- 
seven fresh cases of cholera and eleven deaths were 
reported in this city. These numbers do not include 
the additional cases and deaths which occurred at 
the hospitals. In numerous instances the victims 
were seized by the dread disease in the most sudden 
manner, with hardly a premonition. They were 
stricken on the streets,in omnibusses and other 
public places or when about their ordinary voch- 


tions. 
SPANISH QUARANTINE. 


Maprin, November 11.—On account of the con- 
tinued existence of the cholera in France, the Span- 
ish Government has directed that all persons arriv- 
ing overland from that country shall submit to a 
quarantine of ten days at the Spanish frontier. 

PREVENTIVE MEASURES. 

BERLIN, November 11.—The Imperial Board of 
Health of Germany and Austro-Hungary are act- 
ing in concert in an endeavor to adopt measures to 
prevent the cholera from securing an entrance into 
either country. 


The Dominion. 

Orrawa, November 11.—It is understood the Can- 
ada Pacific Railway has been successful in making 
arrangements for the redemption of its bonds which 
to the amount of $10,000.000 were hypothecated in 
New York as security fora loan of $5,000,000 paid 
to the Dominion Government in connection with the 
guarantee of last autumn. George Stephen, presi- 
dent of the Canada Pacific, arranged the matter in 
London, 

TRADE RELATIONS WITH JAPAN, 

The English Secretary of the Japanese legation 
at Washington yesterday visited this city in connec- 
tion with the desire of his Government to establish 
trade relations with the Dominion via the Canada 
Pacific Railway and Japanese Steamship Company. 
Sir Leonard Tilly referred Mr, Dennison to the Ca- 
nada Pacific authorities at Montreal, whither he 
has gone to confer with them on the subjeet. 

A SHUW-SHOE BRIGADE. : 

Monrreat, November 11.—The idea is mooted here 
of forming a regiment of Franco-Tireurs, composed 
of snow-shoe clubs. It is pointed out how useful 
the snow-shoers might prove themselves in. the 
event of a winter campaign. The idea is to ask the 
Government to provide arms and accoutrements, 
the clubs furnishing uniform and all other requi- 
sites.

This, and others in the same line, are only 
part of the little game which the Republican 
managers are now playing under the direction 
of their defeated chief. Mr. BLAINE, at the 
beginning of his Presidential hippodrome, fan- 
cied he could make a break in the Solid South, 
and, therefore, carefully pocketed the bloody 
shirt and ‘‘roared as gently asa sucking dove” 
over the results of the war. But when West 
Virginia went Democratic, as usual, in Octo- 
ber, he promptly changed his tactics and his 
tune; the ensanguined linen was brought out 
and flaunted from every platform, and noth- 
ing was omitted which he thought likely to re- 
kindle the flame of sectional animosity. With 
the perfect consistency of a chronic dema- 
gogue he is now, through his organs and 
tools, endeavoring to soften the pangs 
of defeat by misrepresenting the feelings and 
purposes of the Southern people in regard to 
the negroes; hoping thereby to arouse and 
alarm Northern Republicans to an extent 
which may assist him in his plans to change 
the vote of New York. 

BLAINE counts too strongly upon the ignor- 
ance and prejudice of his party. Every Re- 
publican with a grain of intelligence knows 
that such stories as that printed above are sim- 
ply impudent lies, put forth to help the ‘‘count- 
ing out” prograinme. Democrats in the South 
are no more elated over the success of the Dem- 
ocratic ticket than are Democrats in the North. 
The negroes in the South will be as safe, in per- 
son, property and rights, under a Democratic 
administration as they have been under Repub- 
lican. Aside from any-higher motive, the pros- 
perity of the South largely depends upon the 
good treatment é! the colored people, 
They are the back-bone of Southern industry, 
the pivot upon which the whole labor system 
turns; and if they are made discontented and 
insecure, or compelled to emigrate, that system 
must fall into hopeless ruin. The excitement 
caused by the exodus a few years ago, and the 
successful efforts of the leaders of Southern 
opinion to arrest a movement which threatened 
to be fatal, shows the estimation in which the 
colored element is held in the South. Im addi- 
tion we have the undisputed fact that, since 
the Southern States passed entirely into Demo- 
cratic hands, the’ two races have lived and 
worked together in perfect harmony, and the 
“Southern outrage” mull has ceased to grind; 
whereas in Louisiana alone, according to Re- 
publican acounts, over a thousand negroes 
were killed in a single year during the Repub- 
lican reign in that State. 

But no argument is necessary to show the 
utter falsehood of these incendiary appeals, in- 
spired by the desperate attempt of BLAINE to 
set aside the popular verdict. They only indi- 
cate an intention on his part to ‘‘die in the 
last ditch,” and to make that ditch as deep and 


dirty as possible. 
DISTURBING WORSHIP. 

One of the reasons for which our fathers di- 
vorced Church and State was the tendency of 
the Church to make trouble in politics. An- 
other one was the tendency of politics to make 
trouble in the Church. 

A week before the recent election the re- 
ligious services in one of the principal churches 
in the orderly and cultured city of Springtield, 
Mass., were converted into a scene very much 
like a pot-house brawl, verging upon riot, when 
the preacher said something that sounded like 
censure of BLAINE’s record. Sunday there was 
great excitement in Bradford. Pa., over the 
discovery of an effigy of St. JoHN hanging in 
front of the Methodist Church of which Rev. 
DANIEL W., C, HUNTINGTON is pastor. His name 
and that of ‘Judas Iscariot St. John” were 
inscribed on the effigy because the pastor 
made some stump speeches for St. Joun in 
the late campaign, and intimated that 
the Republican party had survived its useful- 
ness. Itseems tobe the recaived opinion in 
that locality that all Methodist preachers and 
Prohibitionists are in duty bound to support 
the Republican nominee, and that those who 
fail to do so are Judas Iscariots. 

In New Jersey, where the same idea seems to 
prevail, there isa tremendous uproar against 
Rev. Dr. Joun B. Graw, Presiding Elder of 
the Camden District Conference of the Metho- 
dist Church, and editor of the Temperance Re- 
view, His only crimes seem to be his: publica- 
tion of Neau Dow’s private letter to him, in 
dorsing BLAINE as a Prohibitionist pledged to 
vote for the Maine Amendment, and his sup- 
port of St. JoHN after BLainkr dodged the vote 
on that amendment. But now they are accus- 
ing him of having committed forgery some 
years ago, and of having used his appointing 
power as Presiding Elder in behalf of Sr. 
JoHN, instead of to constrain the Methodist 
ministers of his conference to support BLAINE. 
Dispatches sent to all the Republican organs 
declare that the indignation is increas- 
ing, and that Graw will probably be 
removed by the Bishop, and disciplined 
by the church for his treason 
to the Republican party and his failing to re- 
cognize BLAINE as a better man and a better 
Prohibitionist than Sr. Joun.

Women as Cashiers, 
From the London Gra» hic. 

The movement in favor of employing women in 
al] kinds of work that was formerly done by men 
only is one that should be carried on with caution; 
for women and girls have sometimes been put into 
situations for which their sex is unfit—the Govern- 
ment clerkships in America, for instance—and the 
result has been a reaction against their employment 
in capacities where they are really useful. But of 
all the posts to which women's aptitudes are the 
least open to question, that of cashier must be 
cited first. Women are excellent money-keepers, 
While male cashiersform a grievously large per- 
centage among the prisone rs brought to trial for 
embezzlement, women and girls, being seldom ex- 
posed to the same temptations as men in the mat- 
ter of dissipation, betting, gambling, or speculation, 
have very rarely been known to misappropriate 
moneys intrusted tothem, An honest woman is 
very honest; “an honest man is too often,’ as Lord 
Palmerston bitterly said, ‘tone who has never been 
tempte!.""

New York, November 11.—The situation in New 
York is unchanged as to figures, and both sides are 
supposed to be waiting patiently for the official re- 
turns. Itis only the surface that is calm. The Re- 
publicans are stirred to the depths, aad Elkins, 
Jones & Co have more impressive secret business 
on hand than at any other previous period during 
the campaign. Mr. Evarts has been formally in- 
stalled as chief of the Republican counsel, and it fs 
positively known that Mr. Conkling will head the 
opposing legal column. All efforts to suppress the 
inceudiary tone of the afternoon papers have failed. 

The Comwercial] Advertiser calmed down to-day 
to a point where it said: “On the face of things, and 
according to the general authorities, Mr. Cleveland 
seems to be ahead. Let there be no pettifogging 
and no hair-splitting. An absolutely honest count is 
wanted, and none other.” 

On the other hand, the Mail and 
Express says bluntly: “We see 
no reason to change our deliberate and honest 
opinion that Mr. Blaine reveived more votes than 
Mr. Cleveland in this State.” 

The Telegram still charges Republican fraud and 
a deliberate and desperate scheme to steal the vote 
of New York, and also Virginia. 

The Daily News headsa highly incendiary ac- 
count of the situation with: “Look out for fraud. 
Biaine’s daring attempt to subvert the voice of the 
people. Reckless and unscrupulous Republican 
politicians are congregating here.” 

The Post maintains its dignity, and calmly claims 
Cleveland's triumph, Thereare stiil evidences of 
general excitement among all classes, and opinions 
and threats openly expressed on the public streets 
are of a nature to keep the authorities on the alert. 
The New York Associated Press has made elabo- 
rate arrangements to secure the certified official 
county returns throughout the State as fast as can- 
vassed to-day, and by midnight it expected thata 
final result would be reached so that the action of 
the State Board cannot change it. 

DANIEL MANNING 

unexpectedly arrived here to-day from Albany, and 
immediately joined Senators Gorman and Jonas of 
the National Committee. Mr. Manning said to a re- 
porter to-night: ‘There is no mistake about it. The 
Republican Committee have perfected a scheme by 
which they expect to have alterations made.in the 
vote of at least twenty counties so as to give Blaine 
a plurality. Blaine and Elkins and Jones and the 
rest of them know, as well as I do, that Cleveland 
has honestly carried this State, and that the teturns 
show it on their face. They don't want to be fair. 
They don't mean to be half-way honest. That is 
farthest from their intentions, and now they are 
stretching every nerve to make the result doubtful, 
at least by unscrupulous methods to throw the mat- 
ter into the courts and formally into Congress, thus 
keeping the country in a distracted state, just as it 
was in 1876." 

“How are they procecding to accomplish this 
end?” 

“How?” echoed Mr. Manning, his eyes blazing.

But it won't work. sir, it 
won't work,” continued Mr. Manning, very emphat- 
ically. ‘Not a county is left unprotected by keen 
Deinocrats who know their rights and will maintain 
them, We have as good legal talent as the opposi- 
tion, and, better than all, we are in the right.”

An Unsavory Mess. 

New Yor, November 11.—Decisive action taken 
by wistrict Attorney Olney prevented thousands of 
non-residents, who had registered illegally, from 
voting for the Republican electors on Tuesday last 
But still frauds were perpetrated in varions dis. 
tricts, and insome the Cleveland majorities were 
credited to Blaine. The District Attorney is now busy 
investigating these frauds. A great dea! of evidence 
has been collected, and, when it is subinitted to the 
Grand Jury, will cause a sensation. It was reported 
yesterday that an inspector in one of the down. 
town assembly districts bad confessed to the Ls. 
trict Attorney thata majority of several] hundred 
votes for Cleveland had been entered on the official 
returns asa majority for Blaine. Moreover, it was 
said that all the other inspectora in the district 
had been summoned before Mr.  Olvey 
and that they confirmed the statement originally 
made. They were instructed to correct their re- 
turns at once, but were not given any promise of 
immunity from punishment. Another report which 
gained circulation, and was generally credited, was 
to the effect that in the Fighth Assembly District, in 
which John J. O’Brien is “boss,” the dishonest tact- 
ics of former years had been resorted to. It was 
said that certain inspectors, who could not be bribed 
by O'Brien's representatives, had been drugged and 
that the vote had been canvassed without their aid. 
In several districts, it is claimed that Cleveland's 
majorities were either cut down or wiped out alto- 
gether. The evidence of frauds of that character is 
overwhelming and prompt action will be taken to 
prevent a reversal of the will of the people. 

District Attorney Olney said yesterday that he 
had the matter of election frauds under investiga. 
tion, but he feared it might defeat the ends of jus- 
tice to make public at present the evidence in his 
possession. The missing retnrn from the Twenty- 
fourth Election District of the First Assembly Dis- 
trict, he said, had been found. It was defective, 
but would not affect the electoral vote. Early in 
the day an order was obtained from Judge Barrett, 
giving authority to open the envelope filed by the 
inspectors of the Twenty-fourth Election District of 
the First Assembiy District, in the Mayor's office. 
The inspectors, ou Saturday, alleged that that en- 
velope contained only the registration list, but affida- 
vits were made before the order was granted in 
which it was set forth that the envelope 
contained. the missing returns. The en- 
velope was opened and it was found to contain the 
returns, but ina very imperfect condition. The 
certificate of the electoral vote was correct,-but 
on the back of it there was written the poll 
clerk's tally list, which should have been made out 
on a separate sheet. That irregularity. however, 
will not invalidate the vote. The vote for county 
officers was not properly entered. Some of the can- 
didates were not credited with a single vote. The 
total electoral vote in the Twenty-fourth Election 
District of the First Assembly District was $23, of 
which 2% were cast for Cleveland, 64 for Blaine, 3 
for Butler and 1 for St. John. One was entered as

INSPECTORS IN CUSTODY. 


The inspectors who made out that return are in 
custody. They had a hearing at the Tombs Police 
Court yesterday afternoon.

“T should say there have, but I cannot

“Will the frauds which have come to your notice 
affect the city rote for Cleveiand much?” 

“When these frauds have been rectified, the votes 
for Cleveland will be considerably increased. The 
frauds which have been committed were just as we 
anticipated, and did everything in our power to

Slandering the South. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

ArianTA, GA., November 11,—Telegrams have 
been received here from San Francisco that Repub- 
lican papers on the Pacific slope have published 
specials from Republican sources that, when the 
news of Cleveland's election was received in Atlanta, 
a Confederate flag was rum up on the Capitol. The 
utter falsity of this effort to fire the Northern heart 
is shown by the fact that the Federal flag is the only 
one which has ever been placed on the Capitol, and 
that the stars and stripes waved from every public 
bui'ding in the city, except the Custom House, for 
which the Republicans are responsible, and that one 
merchant alone sold over 3.000 Union flags to the 
people.

Coroner Nidelet Continues the In. 
vestigation of Mrs. Reed’s 
Morgue.

The Woman Arrested To-day For Making a 
Corrupt Voluntary Oath—A Lady Who 
Seemed to Manage the Establishment, 
But Who **‘Hated the Brats’’—Mrs, Wil- 
kerson, a Witness, Mysteriously Disap- 
pears Again To-day—Latest Details of the 
Baby-Farming Casq. 


- Two emaciated. shriveled corpses packed head 
and-foot in a little. pine coffin and stowed away at 
the Morgue are the subjectsof a Coroner's investiga- 
tion which has extended already over severa! days. 
The death of these little victims has already dis- 
closed a horrible picture of criminal 
cruelty and neglect and the details of baby 
farming as followed in this city. On last Friday the 
death of two chiidren at No. 711 N. Fourteenth 
street was reported to the Coroner by the police. 
On making an investigation that night it was learned 
that the woman in whose care the children were 
was not related to them inany way. A second in- 
vestigation made by a Post-DispaTCH reporter dis- 
covered material contradictions in the stories of 
the death of the infants. Mrs. M. A. Reed falls un- 
der the darkest suspicion in this connection, and 
in explaining her innocence of the death of the in- 
fants she is contradicted on important points, while 
there is no doubt of her attempted deceptions. Last 
week she was ejected from her room at No. 711 N. 
Fourteenth ‘street, and is now living at No. 

Tweifth street. She is a tall, slenderly- 
built woman with sunken, wrinkled 
cheeks and high cheek bones, over which a pair of 
gray, sharp eves peer at the questioner. Her dress 
Was poorand dusty A large faded cloak went far 
towards hiding the rents of a shiny oid black dress 
beneath it. Arnold hat and dark veil compiete the 
Siatternly costume in which she appears upon the 


Street. The house, No. 711 N,. Fourteenth 
street, where Mrs. Reed formerly _ lived, 
is rented by Mrs. Susan Ryan, who sublet to Mrs. 


Reed the front parlor, which was converted into a 
nursery, and later into a minature morgue. 
When asked to give an account of her connection 
with the children Mrs. Reed began with an assurance 
that showed she knew what she proposed to say. Her 
account of the children and their death was given 
without any showing of sorrow whatever. 
' A CURIOUS STORY. 

“Joseph Tesure, one of the babies, was born at 
Mrs. Ried's, 1716 Chouteau avenue. She is a midd- 
wife by occupation. She advertised the boy for 
adoption, and about four weeks agoI went to her 
house. I didn’t teil her who 1 was, and didn't give 
my name, I told her Lwould take it. I dian't tell 
her who wished to adopt it either. I got the child 
for Mrs, Addie Hall, who had asked me to 
get her a good and heaithy child. Mrs. Ried didn't 
tell me whose-babv it was, only she said that the 
baby's mother had told her to give the chiid away 
to somebody to raise it, The child was only afew 
days old. The lady thatI gotthe child for wasn’t 
in St. Louis whenI got the baby. She don't live 
here. I don’t know where she lives, I thought she 
would call again for the chili, but she didn’t do it, 
I took the child to Mrs. Wilkerson’s house, 
at No, 2229 O'Fallon street. She don't live there 
now. Iidon’t know where she is living. She agreed 
to take care of the baby for me because she could 
get fresh milk for it until lcould get the woman | 
was going to give the child to. When I went there 
to see the baby about three weeks after I brought it 
there it was so delicate that I didn’t think it was be- 
ing cared for, so I took it away. I took it home 
with me,and I wentto see Dr, Rutledge. I told 
him how the baby looked. He told me it hadn't got 
proper food, and he gave me some medic'ne. He 
called and saw the child twice afterthat. The baby 
got real well, and you wouldn't think it was goinz 
to die, but it died about 5 o'clock on the morning of 
the tth. I was going to take the baby with me and 
go away with Mrs. Hall when she came back.” 

“Where did you get the other chiid, Grand Bona- 
parte?” 

“] gotthis child from an old acquaintance of 
mine, Mrs. Ella Browr, of Minneapolis.. She used 
to live here, and I’ve known her for a jong time. She 
said she had adopted the baby, and wanted to pay 
me to take charge of it until she came back. I took 
this child out to Mrs. Wilkerson’s, but I took it 
away again when | took the other little child. I had 
Dr. Rutledge to see this baby, too, because 
it suffered just as the other one did. It died on the 
evening of the same day. lLIonly expected to keep 
the baby until Mrs. Brown came back to town. I 
expected her back this week, but she has not ar- 
rived yet andN don’t know where she is.” 

“What is your occupation?” 

“I’m a nurse: I've been a nurse for fifteen years.” 

When asked about the conditions of the cnildren 
Mrs. Reed spoke of them in a manner that 
horsemen speak of colts. “They had the thrush,” 
she explained briefly wnenasked how they looked 
when she recovered them from Mrs. Wilkerson. 
Her iznorance of the whereabouts of any of the 
parties introduced into her account was 

A VERY SUSPICIOUS CIRCUMSTANCE. 

On being questioned she said she did not know 
where Mrs. Hal!. Mrs. Brown or Mrs. Wilkerson 
were at present. Sbe laid considerabie 
stress on ihe fact that the 
doctor had been called in to prescribe for the 
chiidren. A visit to the physician, however, does 
not help her much in the presentation of hercase. 
He leaves room in his diagnosis for the.most horri- 
ble solution of the case, besides flatiy con- 
tradicting her as regards the time of death. 
Dr. Rutiedge said that he was called to the house 
at between l2and 1o'ciock a. m. of November 5. 
and found one of the children had died. He said 
that the child had been sufering from a derange- 
ment of the stomach, showing That it either had not 
received proper nourishment or had failed to assim- 
ilate the mie § He said he bad known Mrs. Reed as 
a nurse for a long time and thought 
she had always taken good care of the children in 
her care. He refused to give a certificate of cause 
of death, as he had not, in the instance of the child 
he had seen. been cailed in before the death. Mrs. 
Reed's statement made last night was that the 
child had died at 5 o'clock in the morning of Nov- 
ember 6, and the other at 6p. m.on, thesame day. 
She, however, remarked with a distinctness that 
left the impression that she wanted to have a mar- 
gin on the question of time, that she had no clock in 
herroom, This was found to be a fact on question- 
ing the neighbors, though it does not account for 
tue discrepancy of the statements, which are still 
further compiicated by the statement of another 


nurse who says she was at Mrs. Reed's 
when the child, Grand Bonaparte, 
died, at 9 o'clock Tuesda evening.

manages her extensive !ying-in asylum. Her estab- 
lishment has long been a point of interest on more 
accounts than one, and now looms up as being the 
starting point of the mystery which has ended in 
the. death of one of the innocents now 
in the Morgue. Thestory of her connection with 
the mystery is not exactly clear as given to the Cor- 
oner, and she will not consent to any private in- 
quiries or reporvorial investigations into the man- 
agement of her establishment. Her story, as told to 
the Coroner, will give a good idea of the traffic in 
babies but does not recommend itself as well for belief 
* About five weeks ago,’ said she, “I advertised a 
male child, that was born in my house, for adoption. 
The mother was a woman that boarded at my house 
nearly a year. Iknew her by the name of Mrs. 
Emma Arden. Idon'’t know anything about her. 
I don’t know where she came from or where she 
went. She ieft two weeks after the child was born. 
She said she wasn't abie to take care of the 
baby and asked me to give the 
chiid out for adoption. A woman who said her 
name was Anna Braddock and lived at 207 N. 
Twelfth street calied and took the child about three 
days later. Mrs. Reid’s description of Anna Brad- 
dock suits Mrs. M, A. Reed. asked the woman 
what she was going to do with the child and she 
said it would get the best of homes, as the woman 
who wanted it lived in the country, I think 
she said near St. Charles. She said the child was 
just such a one as was wanted by the lady. She 
said that I could see the child at any time. I ree gm 
she had experience from her age and concluded to 
jet her have the child.

MRS. REED'S NURSERY AND MORGUE. 


Mrs. Susan Ryan, who rents the house, No. 711 N. 
Fourteenth street, has reclaimed the room occupied 
by Mrs. Reed as a nursery, forthe non-payment of 
rent. During the woman's tenancy she did not @s- 
cape the scrutiny of her landlady and fellow ten- 
ants, who regarded her with the greatest suspicion: 
“She came here about September 15 I thought from 
what she said that she was & midwife, but since 
she came here she has had three babies that I know 
of—two white babies and one openes one. Durin 
the week previous to the eath of her chil- 
dren I was in ber room every day and only saw one 
baby. She told me that the other had been taken 
away by a lady to be taken care of. I asked her 
Thursday night how the baby was and she replied: 
‘dt has gone to Heaven.’ I asked her how the other 
baby was that had been taken away, and she said it 
was very sick and she feared it would die.

Was separated from Mrs. Reed's by a folding door. 
I heard & woman who used to come there every day 


or so to ask about the babies. She was 
dressed differently every day; some 
days she was ress very nicely 


She wore blonde hair one day, and dark hair an- 
other ddy, She seemed to be arguing something 
with Mrs. Reid. I heard her Say one day, ‘We must 
do it,’. and I judged from Mrs. Reid's manner that 
sie didn't want to do whatever was suggested. I 
met the woman one evening. She said her name 
was Lou Bonner, She said while we were talk- 
ing about babies, ‘I hate the  obrats.’” 
“Did you ever see drugs in Mrs. Reed's room?” 

Yes, Ihave seen paregoric on the table andI 
know she has had chloroform in her room. I have 
had some experience with chloroform before, for I 
have been in attendance on sick persons where the 
drug was used. It made me very sick once. I 
noticed the fumes coming from Mrs. Reed’s 
room on October 30th, the last time I heard one of 
the children cry at all, It was not imazination, be- 
cause two mernings | felt drowsy and suffered from 
a headache. I had two little gir's call on me, and 
they entered the room before! did and remarked 
the result of the fumes onthem. The last 1 heard 
of one of the children was On the 30th of October, 
and the other November 5th. I didn’t go into the 
room because I was forbidden by my husband.” 

MRS. JOHN WILEERSON., 

the woman who had charge of the two children for 


Mrs. Reed, has again mysteriously disappeared. 
She has been wanted since last Seturda;, but no 
clew to her whereabouts was obtained until yester- 


day, when she was found by areporter. At 5:30 
o'clock this morning she teft ber attic at 147 
Falion street and was not found up to noon to- 
y. 
DAMAGING TESTIMONY. 

At noon to-day Mrs. Reed was recalled by Coroner 
Nidelet and submitted to a rigorous cross-examina- 
tion, in which she compromised Madam Reid's 
Chouteau avenue establishment and its proprictress 
seriously. In her first examination she said that sne 
had not given her name or address to Madam Reid 

When Mme. Reid of Chouteau avenue was culled 
she swore that Mary Reid had given her a slip of 
_ with the address, “Anra Braddock, No. 27 
N. Twelfth street... Further than this Mine. Reid 
swore that she did not know the 
woman who called for the child. 

The testimony toda tends to throw 
discredit upon Madam Reid's testimony. When re- 
called to-day, under a searching examination, Mrs. 
Reed testified: “I gave that direction to Madam 
Reid; that is where I have directed my letters to.” 
This was admitted with great reluctance. “I have 
known Madam Reid fora long time. Altogether, 
I have got three children from her house. I have 
known others to get children at the place. I didn’t 
know her. I don’t think I'd know her if I was to 
see her again.** The witness was then submitted to 
a close examination, under wirich she sdmitted 
that she had called at Madam Reid’s house 
at 1716 Chouteau avenue about six times. “I gota 
little girl from her about a year ago and I ‘adopted’ 
ittoalaly thatI did not know. I! don’t know 
where she lives or who she isat all, I got a letter 
from them saying that tie child had died. 1! got 
another chiid about three months ago. Madam 
Reid used to advertise to adopt caildren,” 

Coroner Nideiet then read the testi nony of the 
witness given at the inquest on the body of Grand 
Bopapart,.in which she said that she had gotten the 
child from Mrs. Eila Brown. In the examination 
to-dav she swore that she had obtained the chiid 
herself from Madam Reid. The woman made no 
attempt to explain the contradiction. When asked 
why she didn’t teil thatthe child Grand Napoleon 
had come from Madame Reid's Chouteau 2 veiue es- 
tablisument, she said she didn’t think it was neces- 


sary. 

When asked who the woman mentioned above as 
Lou Bonner was, Mrs. Reed said: “i don’t know any 
such a person. She was then confronted with Mrs. 
Berger, who Lad seen this woran visit the house 
and who had spokento her. ‘The witness denied 
knowing anything about such a woman. She was 
next confronted by young «Jadam Reid, the keeper 
of the Chouteau avenue house, who 
entered, richiy dresse:!. As she stood 
near the Coroner's chair her costly silk circular fell 
in luxurious folds beside the faded habiliments of 
the woman who was testifying. The young 
woman's face bore an exceedingly pleasant expres- 
sion as she stood in tne office. 

“Do you know Mary Reed?" asked the Coroner. 

“No, sir: I never saw her but once, when | gave 
her the chiid.” 

“How many children have you obtained from the 
house on Chouteau avenue?” 

Four in all,’ Mrs. Reed answered, although she 
had just sworn that she had only received ‘three. 
Three children. died according to her admission. 
She refused to tell what had become of the fourth 
further than that the child had been obtained from 
Mrs. Reid on UChouteau avenue for herself, 
and that she had given it to a 
woman named Katie, who was to raise it, “I don't 
know where she lives now.” 

The woman became very confused at this time, 
and it became very evident that she was comnut- 
ting perjury almost without regard to -circum- 
stances. She positively refused to tell where the 
fourth child is. On being questioned again she ad- 
mitted that she had called at Reid's, on Chouteau 
avenue, ten times. 

ARRESTED. 

Mrs. Reed was arrested for making a corrupt vol- 
untary oath when she completed her testimony this 
afternoon. 

Capt. Fruchte took the woman in custody on 
Coroner Nidelet’s order.

reviewing all the legal objections thus concluded 

“We have carefully read all the testimony in this 
very voluminous record, and are unable to see how 
the jury could have reached a different conciusion 
if they gave uny credence to the evidence intro 
duced on the part of the State. Whatever might he 
our own opinion of the credibility of the defendant's 
account of the transactions and doings 
referred to, we could. not. give effect 
thereto by usurping the province of the jury, or by 
disturbing their verdict, without some error of law 
apparent in the record. We find no such error, 
and must therefore affirm the judgment, All the 


judges concur.” 
THE CASE. 


In the original trial of the case the defendant de 
murred to the indictment on the rround that it did 
not state facts sufficient to constitute a 
crime. This demurrer was overruled, 
he then filed a pleain abatement to quash the in- 
dictment onthe ground that a fictitious name had 
been indorsed upon it asa witness. ‘to this the 
State demurred and the demurrer was sustained. 
The case was then tried on its merits and 
the State showed that in August, 1853, when there 
was great excitement here over the closing of the 
saloons on Sunday, McChesney approached J. OC. 
McGinnis, attorney for the Brewers’ Associa- 
tion, and stated that the entire question 
could be settled for $2,000 and the saloons run on 
Sunday as usual. McGinnis refused to make any 
offer to the ussociation, but at McChesney's request 
gave him the names of the officers of the assoeia- 
tion. It was subsequently shown that McChesne 
had approached other parties on the same subjec 
He bimself testified in his own behaif, but the jury 
did not believe his story and gave a verdict

NO BOB-TAILS WANTED, 


Car Lines Using Them Must Do Without 
Tayon Avenue Bridge. 

The prospect of a quarrel among the street rail- 
road men for the charter granting right of way over 
the Tayon avenue bridze, which will be completed 
and ready for traffic next week, is being very gener- 
allv discussed at the City Hail. It is believed that 
the fight mainly ties between John Maxon, who 
wants to run his biue line of beastly bob-tails over 
the bridge, and Mr. J. Scullin, whose franchise for a 
road to the House of Refuge makes this charter in 
question a very desirable possession, The general 
belief is, that while the Assembly might not be 
willing to take action curtailing the present privi- 
leges enjoyed by the bob-tail car people, when 
it comes to a question of — new privi- 
leges the favor will extended to 
the more popular two-horse railroads rather than to 
the bob-tails.

The Significance of the Vote on the

Why Good Men Were Snowed Under—The

For Coroner, Dr. Wilcox had the great misfortune 
to be discovered and presented by the Pohiman ele- 
ment of the Republican Convention. Dr. Nidelet 
defeated him by 1,049 votes. 

For Circuit Attorney the candidates were Ashley 
Clover and A. A, Paxson. Thereis no reason for 
believing that Mr. Paxson had allied himself with 
the Democratic gang who figured so conspicuously 
in the potice board troubies. Yet several of those 
gentlemen took his canvassin charge and gave 
such special attention to it that he came to 
be regarded in many quarters and to be 
occasionally stigmatized in the press as their can- 
didate.
